Hon, David A. Wells, author of "He- 


cent Economic Changes,'*- and the 
greatest American authority on the 
cause of falling prices, has a full page 
article on'this subject in the New York 
Tribune of September 7.

, truth, as is strikingly illustrated by the 
claim of Rev. Jasper, pastor of the

morr- labor and not less, or what is 
:he same thing, wng-es would hnve fallen,

Measured by the price of labor, gold 


has unquestionably depreciated, and re- 
cent careful examinations indicate that 
the latio of its decl'ne has baen from-100 
in 1R73 to 8t in 1893. Measured also by 
the decline in. the rate of interest on 
such established gold-paying- securities 
as British consols, the ratio hns been 
from 100 in 1870 to 75 in in 1896. Can 
anybody suggest a better measure for 
testing this issue?

Editor Republican: With tto great de- 


preciation of prices in every branch of in- 
dustry, with the cut wages and shortened 
hours of labor, with capital invested in 
much nnproduotivu and unremuncratlve 
property, why is it that the renting of 
houses to God's poor is still at war time 
prices? Why should the owners of houses 
allow them to stand vacant rather than 
rent them at prices corresponding wltft 
tho times? Why is it that rents arc the 
first thing to gu up and the last to go 
down? Under ordinary circumstqnces, 
when labor is employed and the Invest- 
ments of capital ma remunerative, the 
renting of bouses should be profitable; 
bur, when everything else is reduced 50 
per cent, shelter for the poor' should be 
correspondingly reduced. 
It. requires 


from one-half to three-fourths tho wages 
of the laborey or mechanic to pay hln 
landlord lor a bouse that is barely a'sbel- 
tcr and destitute of any conveniences. 
There is promise, of a long cold winter, 
and there are already hundreds of people 
In this city who are on the verge of want. 
Charity ean do no greater work than to 
organize an effort to secure a reduction of 
rents. There ore scores of empty houses 
in our city but the average landlord seems 
inclined to let (hem stand idle bait the 
time rather than reduce the rents.
